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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in Wis Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4, 8 & 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Zheleznyakov et al (6,485,846). 

In regards to claim 1, Zheleznyakov et al teaches a spring-elastic measuring 
element having an arc-shaped measuring tube (12, i.e. Bourdon tube), connected, 
particularly welded at one end to a base body (14, i.e. socket) and at the other end 
joined with a connecting leg (16, i.e. closure member) for the measuring mechanism 
(Column 3, lines 8-12), wherein the connection between the measuring tube (12) and 
the base body (14) and/or connecting leg (16) being indirectly established by means of 
a weldable connecting element (30 & 32, i.e. weld) (Column 4, lines 4-6; See Figures 2 
&3). 

With respect to claim 2, Zheleznyakov et al teaches wherein the connecting 
element (30 & 32) is a flat and thin-walled single component (See Figure 3). 

With respect to claims 4 & 5, Zheleznyakov et al teaches wherein the connecting 
elements (30 & 32) and the measuring tube (12) jointly form one single piece, and are 
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producible by widening and flanging of the measuring tube (12) (Column 4, lines 4-21; 
See Figures 1 & 3). 

With respect to claims 8 & 9, Zheleznyakov et al teaches wherein the connecting 
element (30 & 32) consists of the same material as the base body (14) or of a welding 
additive material (Column 3, lines 43-53 & Column 4, lines 4-21). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3, 6 & 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 10 & 11 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art does not disclose or suggest a spring-elastic measuring having a 
welding seam being produced between the connecting elements and the measuring 
tube extending through the connecting tube element up to the face area of the 
measuring tube. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
